The fear that turnout will 
drop has already prompted 
health officials in Vernon Coun­ 
ty to postpone two immuniza­ 
tion clinics scheduled for today 
and Thursday until next week, 
Jerry 
Vineyard, 
adminis­ 
trator of ths Vernon County 
Health Unit, said the action 
was taken because the develop­ 
ments over the past few days 
will probably limit ths number 


of persons seeking vaccina­ 
tions. Turnout for clinics in that 


area prior to this week has 
been good, Vineyard said. 
In neighboring Cedar County 
immunizations stopped because 
that area ran out of vaccine. 
Those closely involved in the 
Missouri immunization drive 
are continuing, however, to ex­ 
press confidence that there is 
nothing wrong with the vaccine 
and the deaths, primarily in the 
East, have only been coinciden­ 
tal. 


"Everybody that I've talked 
to.in the program from the top 
on down has no fear that there 
is anything wrong with the vac­ 
cine," Mrs. Giffen said. 
While a decline in vaccina­ 
tions is anticipated, there is 


still no intention of suspending 
the innoculation program here 
as has been done in 10 other 
states, 
"We understand that it is 


being investigated by the Cen­ 
ter for Disease Control and that 
it will probably turn out to be a 
relationship in time and no 
physicial relationship to vac­

SORRY NATURAL GAS 
SITUATION DUE TO 
MANDATE OF CONGRESS 
In an election year, it doesn’t 
take many of us long to figure 
that many legislators are more 
interested in running for office 
than in running the country. For 
instance, just this past week, 
debate on a bill designed to 
stimulate natural gas produc­ 
tion was postponed because too 
many in Congress were out 
campaigning. 
In the meantime, the natural 
gas situation grows more 
precarious with each passing 
day. So far, there was no serious 
shortage of natural gas last 
winter, but that more a matter 
of luck than design. Last year, 
winter temperatures across the 
nation were milder than normal 
for the fourth consecutive year. 
The 
warmer 
temperatures, 
combined with the effects of the 
recession on industrial demand, 
allowed the natural gas industry 
to survive without any serious 
interruption of deliveries. The 
1976-1977 season may be an 


entirely 
different 
m atter. 
Industrial demand is picking up 
along 
with 
the 
business 
recovery. We aren’t willing to 
place bets on a fifth year of 
warmer-than-normal 
tem­ 
peratures. A very cold winter 
would probably not have much 
of an impact on gas supplies for 
homes since residential heating 
gets top priority in the delivery 
schedule. However, it would 
probably have a devastatihg 
impact on large industrial users. 
It could conceivably stop the 
economic recovery in its tracks. 
The 
sorry 
natural 
gas 
situation has come almost en­ 
tirely from the attempts of the 
Federal 
Government to 
in­ 
tervene in the normal supply- 
demand 
relationship. 
The 
Federal 
Power Commission, 
acting on a mandate from 
Congress, has set a well-head 
price of $.52 for each thousand 
cubic feet of natural gas. This 
applies to only gas used in the 
interstate market. Intrastate 
natural gas is selling at around 
$2.00 per thousand cubic feet. 
Obviously, producers have no 
incentive whatever to develop 
new gas reserves for interstate 
use. 
As a result of all this, total gas 
reserves designed for interstate 
use have declined precipitously 
in the past several years. In 
1968, gas reserves for interstate 
purposes reached a peak of 198 
trillion cubic feet. At the end of 
last year, it was estimated that 
these 
reserves 
totaled 
120 
trillion cubic feet, a decline of 
some 40 per cent in just 8 years. 
The 
reasons behind the 
decline are simple enough. In 
previous years, most of the 
natural gas came from shallow 


wells where drilling costs were 
quite low. When all of the cheap 
gas was drawn from the field 
and recovery costs made the 
field uneconomic, it was shut 
down and facilities were moved 
to another area. Now, there is no 
cheap gas left. New wells must 
be drilled deeper and in less 
accessible spots. Therefore, it is 
not possible for producers to 
make a profit at the FPC- 
mandated price. 
If there is no action on the part 
of the Congress, it is possible 
that the FPC will take some 
steps to raise the present $.52 
price to around $ .70-9.80 and 
perhaps as high as $1.00 per 
MCF. In any event, it seems to 
be increasingly apparent that 
some action must be taken to 
stimulate 
new 
natural 
gas 
production. 
Obviously, this is not good 
news for the consumer. He will 
find his natural gas bills going 
higher in the future. Moreover, 
even if the increased prices do 
stimulate new exploration ef­ 
forts, the supply shortage will 
probably not be alleviated to any 
great extent before 1980 at the 
earliest. All of this might not be 
easy to swallow, but it is the 
price that must be paid if this 
important energy source is to be 
maintained. 
The Federal Government may 
have chosen to ignore the im­ 
plications of a dwindling natural 
gas supply, but the industry has 
been well aware of the problem 
for many years if anybody in 
Washington had listened.

TOHELPTHE 
POOR AND AGED 
Missouri has some important, 
needed programs helping the 


truly poor and elderly needy. 
Welfare is an example. Every 
welfare check includes in it a 
budgeted amount for food. Cut 
the funds available for welfare 
and you are cutting funds for 
food. 
Take the Missouri program 
which buys drugs for the needy, 
totaling $15,000,000 a year. Cut 
the funds for that program and 
the truly needy will have fewer 
funds for drugs. 
There are 
other entirely 
desirable, needed programs for 
the truly needy. 
Take bus fa r» in cities—if you 
can’t afford a car you ride the 
bus. Right now state funds 
totalling more than $9,100,000 in 
St. 
Louis and more than

funds and bus far« will have to 
go up for everybody. 
There are still other such 
worthwhile programs for the 
needy. 
However, they may be cruelly 
slashed this November.

Critical Cracks in Trident Subs

WASHINGTON - The Trident 
submarines, which will make up 
the Navy’s undersea fleet of the 
future, have developed cracks in 
more than 100 critical places. 
The first of these billion-dollar 
boats is scheduled for delivery in 
197& Altogether, four have been 
ordered so far from the Electirc 
Boat division of G eneral 
Dynamics. They will cruise 
greater distanc« more silently 
than any submarine in the 
world. Each will also be able to 
launch 24 nuclear missiles at 
targets 4,000 mites away. 
But on the first three subs now 
under construction. Navy and 
Electric Boat inspectors have 
found cracks in such senstive 
spots as the wall separating the 
engine room from the nuclear 
plant. 
According to a confidential 
Navy inspection memo, “cracks 
were visually observed” during 
a routine inspection of the lead 
submarine, which is identified as 
SSNB 726. Electric Boat brought 
in sophisticated electronic test- 
mg devices. 
“Magnetic inspection has 
revealed 100 cracks” in SSNB 
726 alone, reports the memo. The 
tests were then made on the lead 
submarine’s two sister ships. 
’There are indications,” states 
the memo, “that the SSNB 727 
and 728 .„ also have cracks” in 
an interior wall separating the 


reactor from the nuclear works. 
“The cause of this weld cracking 
has not been determined,” the 
memo adds. 
The Navy’s Capt. A.C. Bivens, 
who reported the cracks, told us 
they weren’t “an unusual thing.” 
He explained that the special 
steels used for subs sometimes 
present special problems. The 
Navy and Electric Boat, he said, 
have worked out a solution that 
will still permit delivery of the 
first Trident by December, 1978.

$12,000 ransom and his wife’s 
jewelry. The persuasive Girard 
has now talked his way into the

dent Ford was rushed through 
the Senate during its dying days 


with no investigation what­ 
soever and only routine hear­ 
ings. He was sworn in last week. 
A bit of checking, however, 
would have shown a dubious fi­ 
nancial record for a man who 
will be investing $200 million of 
the taxpayers’ money in Latin 
America. 
Until September 1, he was a 
vice president of Citibank, which 
has offic« throughout Latin 
America. One of its most notable 
offic« is located in Panama, 
where Girard worked his way 
up from an assistant manager. 
He became the hero, then the 
goat, of more than $200 million in 
real estate loans during 
Panam a’s land boom. Even­ 
tually, Citibank’s loans dropped 
in real value by more than $10 
million, by the mast conservative 
estimates. Girard got the Marne. 
A special team of auditors was 
9ent to Panama to look into the 
loans approved by Girard, his 
staff and the parent loan com­ 
mittee in New York City. What 
they found remains something of 
a mystery. One Citibank source 
told us they found “lass«” A sec­ 
ond source stressed that Girard’s 
judgment, but not his honesty, 
was questioned. 
In any event, he was quietly 
encouraged to resipi. Not long 
afterward, he talked his way into 
his key job with the Ford admin­ 
istration.

Powerful Labor-Management 
shadow cabinet set to advise 
next U.S. President 
WASHINGTON— There’s an 
unreported, unofficial shadow 
cabinet awaiting the next 
President of the U.S. - whoever 
he’ll be. 
No observer could deduce, 
from the fashion in which the 15 
or so portly men saunter into the 
Hay-Adams Hotel here every 
few 
months, 
that 
they’re 
shadowy. Or even men of power 
in massive industri«, banks, 
construction and labor. But, as a 
devotee of the Sherlock Holm« 
Baker 
Street 
Irregulars, 
1 
always get suspicious when the 
dog do«n’t bark. 
So when labor prexy George 
Meany sits for hours with a 
famed banker or the top officer 
of a giant global construction 
corporation, 
or when 
the 
Seafarers’ 
leader Paul Hall 
“edg« up” to an improvised 
hotel suite bar with the head of 
some worldwide firm, and no 
one publicly discuss« any of 
this after the men depart, it’s all 
very significant. 
These men. leaders of such 
corporations as U.S. Steel and 
General Electric et al., have 
been meeting with labor chiefs, 
including AFL-CIO secretary- 
treasurer Lane Kirkland, the 
steelworkers Abe Abel and the 
clothing and textile pr«ident 
Murray Finley for over a year 
now. 
Coordinating 
them 
is 
Harvard professor John Dunlop, 
whose air-shuttling track record 
outruns Henry Kissinger’s. 
This 15-man committee met 
June 30. And again almost all 
day on Sept. 22. And they’re 
scheduled to gather Nov. 10-just 
a 
week 
or so after 
the 
presidential toll has been tallied. 
For the moment, they reach 
President Ford through his 
economic specialist, the in- 
house Bill Seidman. Gov. Carter 
is more difficult to contact. But 
it’s taken for granted that the 
Plains camp “is kept in touch” 
by the professorial Mister Bang, 
known as Dunlop. He’s now 
jetting around the nation at­ 
tempting to put together a 
construction labor, construction 
purchaser, 
construction 
in­ 
dustry no-strike peace pact in 
the nuclear plant construction 
field. 
It would ge a cruel, even 
unpatriotic, injustice to attempt 
to overdramatize this shadowy 
labor-m anagem ent “ com ­ 
mittee." The ti« w’lich bind it 
together are gossan >er. But the 
group’s critical imx>rtance to 
this nation to ib 
economic 
stability, to the ba tie against 
cash-corroding infU tion and to 
national unity simp y can’t be 
exaggerated. 
Its members are doing their 
arithmetic wlale virtually all 
others are doing politics. They 
realize that 1977 can be a searing 
year of labor-management 
warfare so explosive it could 
Mow the U.S. right into un­ 
controllable inflation. Much like 
Britain’s. 
Just look at what’s on the 
incoming 
docket - tough 
negotiations between labor and 
industry in oil, paper, metals 
(coup«), can, steel, coal and

construction just to mention a 
few. 
Millions of workers are in­ 
volved. They’ll look back over 
1976, th«e ever younger work 
fore« will. Indeed they’ll note 
that the Teamsters won what 
will verge on a 36 to 40 per cent 
wage-fringe 
increase; 
the 
rubber workers got cl« e to 40 
per cent; the electrical equip­ 
ment unions (General Electric) 
won some 33 par cent. Most 
increas« are “front ended." 
That is, heavy in the first year. 


Can all this be topped? Well, 
the rank-and-file will try. You 
can believe it. No insidier will 
deny his or her uneasiness as the 
r « t of the country's workers 
watch the automobile industry 
slip over the threshold of the era 
of the four day work week for 
five days pay. 
Note that what the auto in­ 
dustry’s hourly rated blue-collar 
employes get, so automatically 
do the car makers' white collar 
staffs. 


And there is unrest and 
political turbulence inside the 
United Mine Workers -• which if 
it strik« for any long period can 
brown out cities or slow down 
whole industri«. 
Incumbent 
president Arnold Miller is being 
challenged. So is the establish­ 
ment 
in 
the 
United 
Steelworkers, as Abe 
Abel 
retir« next year. And there will 
be a changing of the guard in the 
1.4 million-member United Auto 
Workers. 
Who then will lead these 
massive unions? In fact, who 
will lead the umbrella labor 
federation, the AFL-CIO. with 
which the big auto union soon 
will merge? 
George Meany, labor’s 82- 
year-old chief of chiefs, keeps 
toying with us newspeople. He 
lik« what he’s doing, he says . 
Chuckling, he gib«, that he’s 
been doing it for 50 years so why 
quit. His doctor tells him he’s 
healthy, so who is he to argue 
with his doctor, he adds. 
But the inside talk persists 
he’ll r«ign at the February 1977 
Executive Council session. And 
thus he won’t defy the in­ 
stitutional interdynamics of age, 
power and a mass movement. 
Further, almost half the AFL- 
CIO high command will be 
replaced for many reasons. 
So it’s vital that the labor- 
management

homes since residential heating 
gets top priority in the delivery 
schedule. However, it would 
probably have a devastatihg 
impact on large industrial users. 
It could conceivably stop the 
economic recovery in its tracks. 
The 
sorry

situation has come almost en 
tirely from the attempts of the 
Federal 
Government 
to 
in­ 
tervene in the normal supply- 
demand 
relationship. 
The 
Federal 
Power 
Commission, 
acting on a mandate from 
Congress, has set a well-head 
price of $.52 for each thousand 
cubic feet of natural gas This 
applies to only gas used in the 
interstate market 
lntrastate 
natural gas is selling at around 
$2.00 per thousand cubic feet 
Obviously, producers have no 
incentive whatever to develop 
new gas reserves for interstate 
use. 
As a result of all this, total gas 
reserves designed for interstate 
use have declined precipitously 
in the past several years In 
1968, gas reserves for interstate 
purposes reached a peak of 1% 
trillion cubic feet At the end of 
last year, it was estimated that 
these 
reserves 
totaled 
120 
trillion cubic feet, a decline of 
some 40 per cent in just 8 years 
The 
reasons 
behind 
the 
decline are simple enough In 
previous years, most of the 
natural gas came from shallow 


wells where drilling costs were 
quite low. When all of the cheap 
gas was drawn from the field 
and recovery costs made the 
field uneconomic, it was shut 
down and facilities were moved 
to another area. Now, there is no 
cheap gas left. New wells must 
be drilled deeper and in less 
accessible spots Therefore, it is 
not possible for producers to 
make a profit at the FPC- 
mandated price 
If there is no action on the part 
of the Congress, it is possible 
that the FPC will take some 
steps to raise the present $.52 
price to around $70-$80 and 
perhaps as high as $100 per 
MCF In any event, it seems to 
be increasingly apparent that 
some action must be taken to 
stimulate 
new 
natural 
gas 
production. 
Obviously, this is not good 
news for the consumer. He will 
find his natural gas bills going 
higher in the future Moreover, 
even if the increased prices do 
stimulate new exploration ef­ 
forts, the supply shortage will 
probably not be alleviated to any 
great extent before 1980 at the 
earliest. All of this might not be 
easy to swallow, but it is the 
price that must be paid if this 
important energy source is to be 
maintained 
The Federal Government may 
have chosen to ignore the im­ 
plications of a dwindling natural 
gas supply, but the industry has 
been well aware of the problem 
for many years if anybody in

HYATTSVILLE, Md., - One 
(Nit of three American families 
canned fruit and vegetables at 
home in 1975, many of them 
using questionable procedures, 
according to a national survey 
conducted by the U.S. Depar­ 
tment of Agriculture. 
About 
one 
out 
of 
two 
households canned less than 50 
quarts, while one out of four 
canned more than 100, and one 
out of ten, more than 200 quarts. 
Tomatoes were the 
most 
popular, with three out of four 
households canning this food, 
and one out of two households 
canning 
other 
vegetables, 
pickles, and fruit. 
Twice as many households 
canned fruit and vegetables in 
the West as in the Northeast, 
and two to three times as many 
in rural areas as in large cities. 
Four out of five who canned in 
1975 also canned in 1974, and 
only one out of 20 do not plan to 
can this year. Six out of ten 
home canners said they got 
information on canning from 
friends or relatives. 
The survey revealed that 
many people were not following 
procedures recommended by 
food scientists of USDA’s 
Agricultural Reseaarch Service. 
For example, although most 
households used jars designed 
for home canning, one out of 
three also used peanut butter, 
coffee, and other kinds of jars, 
contrary to USDA recom­ 
mendations. Most canners used 
two-piece lids with new flat 
metal 
disks; 
one in ten, 
however, were reusing some flat 
disks, a practice also contrary to 
USDA recommendations. 
The open-kettle method of 
canning, recommended only for 
jellies and as an initial step in 
preparing jams before water- 
bath processing, was used by 
nearly half of those canning fruit 
and pickles, one third of those 
canning tomatoes, and one out of 
seven canning vegetables. Also, 
many home canners were filling 
jars too tightly, a practice that 
can result in underprocessed 
foods.

NEW YORK (AP) - la there 
a “ death hormone” in the hu­ 
man braia that limits how long 
you can live? 
Does such a hormone regu­ 
late a kind of “ clock” ticking 
off the potential days of your 
life? If so, might scientific re­ 
search become able to identify 
it, then find ways to halt or de­ 
lay its action, thus extending 
life span 50 to 100 or 200 years, 
or even longer? 
Just such a theory about ag­ 
ing 
is 
being 
seriously 
in­ 
vestigated. 
So also is supposition that the 
“ clock” resides in the genetic 
material, the DNA, in the nu­ 
cleus of body cells. If so, might 
man become able to turn off 
the clock, extending life? 
These are but two of the theo­ 
ries about aging, some but­ 
tressed a bit by experimental 
evidence, described in a new 
book, “ Prolongevity,” by Al­ 
bert 
Rosenfeld, 
a 
science 
writer. 
Some researchers “ are con­ 
vinced there is an identifiable 
'clock of aging,’ a genetically 
determined program which dic­ 
tates that we will age and die, 
and the rate at which this will 
occur,” he says. 
Rosenfeld thinks that “ we 
have an excellent chance of dis­ 
covering the location (there 
may be more than one) of the 
clock of aging, as well as the 
nature of its operating mecha­ 
nisms — and how to interfere 
with them to our own advan­ 
tage.” 
Moreover, “ all this can begin 
to happen now, not centuries 
from now, but now, if only the 
research can be carried out.” 
Rosenfeld. formerly science 
editor of Life and now science 
editor of Saturday Review, says 
many people have considered it 
a pipe dream that human life­ 
span can be extended. He dis­ 
cusses research and theories 
which he says “ suddenly trans­ 
form the pipe dream into at 
least a reasonable fantasy, and 
perhaps a reality we can plan 
for ... we will soon have in our 
hands the biological tools to 
bring about, in a practical 
manner, the long-sought elixir 
of life, in one form or another.” 
“ Old age w ill be a disease

about, if, indeed, prophylactic 
measures 
do 
not 
virtually 
! 
eradicate it.” 
As to why we age. Rosenfeld 
examines a number of theories. 
Is it due to an accumulation of 
chemical "garbage” that cells 
have difficulty in getting rid of, 
or is it due to cross-linkage, an 
inadvertant coupling of any two 
large molecules inside or out­ 
side cells? Is either of these a 
result of aging rather than a 
cause? 
Is aging due to an autoim­ 
mune process, in which the 
body turns upon itself? Or does 
it 
result from free-radicals, 
which are broken off pieces of 
molecules or molecules with an 
electron stripped away, that 
then attach to and damage oth­ 
er molecules? 
A long and baffling road to 
discoverq lies ahead to under­ 
stand and control life process­ 
es. if it indeed can ever be 
done, to bring the human life 
span any considerable leap for­ 
ward, Rosenfeld says. 
Would people welcome a life 
twice the present normal span, 
or extended by 
2 0 0 to 30 0 
years? 
"Many people are downright 
hostile to the idea," he writes. 
A huge increase in life span 
could bring some huge prob­ 
lems. 
At what age would people re­ 
tire? At 6 5 , then live another 
vigorous and healthy 65 years? 
Would old people stay in their 
top jobs and keep younger ones 
from promotion? What would 
happen to Social Security, pen­ 
sion 
plans, 
insurance

mitments? 
If people lived to be 2 0 0 or 
30 0 , think of the population 
pressure, unless births were se­ 
verely limited. 
Rosenfeld's own opinion, is 
that the research should be 
done. Further research into ag­ 
ing would go hand in glove with 
research to control of cancer, 
heart disease, and degenerative 
diseases, with findings in some 
fields applicable to extending 
life-span.

NEW YORK (A P) - Is there 
a "death hormone” In the hu­ 
man brain that limits how long 
you can live9 
Does such a hormone regu­ 
late a kind of “ clock” ticking 
off the potential days of your 
life? If so. might scientific re^ 
search become able to identify 
it, then find ways to halt or de­ 
lay its action, thus extending 
life span 50 to 100 or 200 years, 
or even longer? 
Just such a theory about ag­

"clock” resides in the genetic

book, “ Prolongevity," by Al­

Rosenfeld,

Some researchers “ are con­ 
vinced there is an identifiable 
‘clock of aging.' a genetically 
determined program which dic­ 
tates that we will age and die. 
and the rate at which this will 
occur," he says. 
Rosenfeld thinks thut "we 
have an excellent chance of dis­ 
covering 
the location (there 
may be more than one) of the 
clock of aging, as well as the 
nature of its operating mecha­ 
nisms — and how to interfere 
with them to our own advan­ 
tage " 
Moreover, “ all this can begin 
to happen now, not centuries 
trom now . but now, if only the 
research can be carried out " 
Rosenfeld. formerly science 
editor of Life and now science 
editor of Saturday Review, says 
many people have considered it 
a pipe dream that human life­ 
span can be extended He dis­ 
cusses research and theories 
which he says “ suddenly trans­ 
form the pipe dream into at 
least a reasonable fantasy, and 
perhaps a reality we can plan 
for ... we will soon have in our 
hands the biological tools to 
bring about, 
in a practical 
manner, the long-sought elixir 
of lite, in one form or another.” 
“ Old age will be a disease 
you can go see your doctor 
about, if. indeed, prophylactic 
measures 
do 
not 
virtually 
eradicate it." 
As to why we age, Rosenfeld 
examines a number of theories. 
Is it due to an accumulation of 
chemical 
garbage" that cells 
have difficulty in getting rid ot. 
or is it due to cross-iinkage. an 
inadvertant coupling of any two 
large molecules inside or out­ 
side cells9 Is either of these- a 
result of aging rather than a 
cause? 
Is aging due to an autoim­ 
mune process, in which the 
body turns upon itself? Or does 
it 
result from free-radicals, 
which are broken off pieces of 
molecules or molecules with an 
electron stripped away, that 
then attach to and damage oth­ 
er molecules9 
A long and baffling road to 
discoverq lies ahead to under­ 
stand and control life process­ 
es. if it indeed can ever be 
done, to bring the human life 
span any considerable leap for 
ward, Rosenfeld says. 
Would people welcome a life 
twice the present normal span, 
or extended by 200 to 3U0 
years?

Proceeds from 
the 
book go to philanthropic causes 
related to music, such as schol­ 
arships for talented young mu­ 
sicians. 
Mrs. 
Carter’s contribution, 
which appears on page 141, is 
called 
the 
“ Plains 
Special” 
Cheese Ring. The Carters re­ 
portedly served it when they 
entertained at the gubernatorial 
mansion 
The recipe combines chopped 
nuts (peanuts naturally!) and 
cheese, along with mayonnaise, 
grated onion, black pepper and 
cayenne. 
The book has a number of in­ 
teresting offerings for brunch, 
the noonday meal, tea. cocktail 
parties, dinners and holiday 
feasts.

DES MOINES. Iowa ( AH) — 
More adults are going back to 
college these days — both to 1 
complete degrees and to take • 
refresher courses. Colleges, 
faced with dropping birth rates 
and consequently lower e n ro ll­ 
me n ts, a re e n co u ra g in g 
the 
trend. 
" If we are going to maintain 
our facilities, we’re going to 
hav e to encourage other stu­ 
dents,” said Dr. Joseph Fisher, ’ 
director of Drake Univ ersity’s 
Reading and Study Skills Clinic. 
“This leav es adults wide open.” 
Iowa’s state univ ersities hav e 
rev ersed the trends of recent 
years and for the second year in 
a row are seeing increased 
enrollments. Officials attribute 
the increases to more dropouts 
returning to school and fewer 
juniors and 
seniors 
leav ing 
school before graduation. 
To make it easier for adults 
long out of school to attend 
Drake, a priv ate college, Fisher 
recently 
taught 
a 
one-week 
ev ening course called “Bade to 
School — Surv iv al Skills,” for 
entering students 
“ We had to turn people 
away,” Fisher said. He expects 
the course to become standard. 
Fisher said mature people 
who hav e been out of school for 
years hav e psychological and 
academic problems that other 
students don’t hav e. 
“The initial one they hav e is a 
fear of failure,” Fisher said. 
"They frequently are afraid 
they can’t learn any more be­ 
cause of their age." 
Other problems include un­ 
realistic expectations o f capabi­ 
lities, fixed attitudes and diffi­ 
culty rearranging life sched­ 
ules, particularly 
by house­ 
wiv es who must study while 
caring for children. 
“They don’t hav e systematic 
methods of going about study­ 
ing,” Fisher said. “They hav e 
to learn to be a bit more de­ 
manding of themselv es and im­ 
prov e their reading rate, espe­ 
cially learning to skim.” 
Dr. ^Philip Langerman, dean 
of the College for Continuing 
Education at Drake, said about 
30 per cent of Drake students 
taking courses for college credit 
are adults coming back to 
college part-time. 
" It’s closer to 60 per cent if 
you include noncredit activ i­ 
ties,” he said. 


That is an increase of about 30 
per cent in the past fiv e years of 
part-time 
students attending 
college for credit and double the 
number of students takifig 
noncredit courses. 
Fisher said that much of the 
increase is due to minority 
groups and women’s liberation 
organizations encouraging their 
members to return to college. 
“They recognize that if their 
members are going to get 
ahead, they’re going to hav e to

Iowa ( AlO - 
More adults are going back to 
college these days — both to 
complete degrees and to lake 
refresher courses. Colleges, 
faced with dropping birth rates 
and consequently lower enroll­ 
ments, are encouraging 
the 
trend 
i f we are going to maintain 
our facilities, we're going to 
have to encourage other stu­ 
dents," said Dr. Joseph Fisher, 
director of Drake University's 
Reading and Study Skills Clinic. 
"This leaves adults wide open.” 
Iowa's state universities have 
reversed the trends of recent 
years and for the second year in 
a row are seeing increased 
enrollments. Officials attribute 
the increases to more dropouts 
returning to school and fewer 
juniors and 
seniors 
leaving 
school before graduation. 
To make it easier for adults 
long out of school to attend 
Drake, a private college, Fisher 
recently 
taught 
a 
one-week 
evening course called "Back to 
School 
Survival SkiHs," for 
entering students 
‘ We had to turn people 
away,” Fisher said He expects 
the course to become standard 
Fisher said mature people 
who have been out of school for 
years have psychological and 
academic problems that other 
students don’t have. 
"The initial one they have is a 
fear of failure,” Fisher said. 
' They frequently are afraid 
they can’t learn any more be­ 
cause of their age,” 
Other problems include un­ 
realistic expectations of capabi­ 
lities, fixed attitudes and diffi­ 
culty rearranging life sched­ 
ules. particularly 
by 
house­ 
wives who must study while 
caring for children 
They don't have systematic 
methods of going about study­ 
ing," Fisher said. "They have 
to learn to be a bit more de­ 
manding of themselves and im­ 
prove their reading rate, espe­ 
cially learning to skim,” 
Dr. .Philip I .angerman, dean 
of the College for Continuing 
Education at Drake, said about 
30 per cent of Drake students 
taking courses for college credit 
are adults coming 
back 
to 
college part-time 
"it's closer to 60 per cent if 
you include noncredit activi­ 
ties,” be said. 


That is an increase of about 30 
per cent in the past five years of 
part-time 
students 
attending 
college for credit and double the 
number of students takihg 
noncredit courses 
F isher said that much of the 
increase is due to minority 
groups and women’s liberation 
organizations encouraging their 
members to return to college. 
"They recognize that if their 
members are 
going 
to get 
ahead, they're going to have to 
qualified to do different 
o gs,” he said

the most economical way for 
them to pick up small items.

equipped to pick up big sofas or 
refrigerators. There is no mar­ 
ket for certain refrigerators 
and they are cumbersome to 
handle. As for sofas, they are 
often unusable unless they are 
in good shape. 
‘‘When a sofa is offered, the 


contributor Is asked whether it 
can be sold In its present condi­ 
tion. If so, it is picked up. Some 
Items, such as pianos, are too 
difficult to handle. Most helpers 
on trades are handicapped with 
disabilities that might be ag­ 
gravated by such jobs,” Har­ 
wood ex plained. 
On the other hand, many 
Goodwills have upholstery 
shops and can repair sofas, 
even battered ones. In the Con­ 
necticut area they repair furni­ 
ture and toasters and make mi­ 
nor repairs to lawnmowers and 
the like. Major repair work was 
given up mainly because the to­ 
tal cost had gotten completely 
out of hand, he said. 
‘‘For ex ample, a lot of im­ 
ported and mass manufactured 
furnishings do not stand up 
quality-wise. Much clothing 
made overseas is not as sturdy 
as our used American clothing 
and major repairs are often too 
time-consuming.” 
In the radio and television 
shop where five handicapped 
people work it has been found 
practical to repair only table 
televisions. People don’t buy old 
consoles so Goodwill must 
watch how much time is in­ 
vested in them, Harwood noted. 
Their response to the growth 
of tag sales has been to divide 
their products into three cate­ 
gories : there are antiques and 
near antiques. There is the 
regular Goodwill merchandise 
that the majority of shoppers is 
seeking — household wares, 
shoes and so on. There are the 
objects that are called ‘‘as is” 
— items that need repair but 
have some marketable value — 
a metal outdoor chair that is 
rusty, ‘‘too good to throw away, 
but not too bad to fix up,” so it 
can be sold as it is. Ditto pots 
and pans, a very popular cate­ 
gory in the world of recycled 
household effects.

Goodwill is asking for the left­ 
overs of the tag sales, which it 
can sell by moving them to a 
broader population than one 
might get at a neighborhood 
sale," Harwood said. 
The organization has had to 
find new ways to build sales. 
They have even rented tables 
at flea markets, tag sales and 
antique shows to sell their mer­ 
chandise on occasion, he said. 
There are 157 Goodwill In- 
lustries in the United States. A 
/ocational rehabilitation agen­ 
cy, it serves persons who are 
»hysically handicapped, men- 
ally retarded and emotionally 
listurbed, using the income in 
nany ways. Sixty per cent of it 
night go to the handicapped 
/ho work in the industry. In 
Connecticut the remainder is 
sed for such things as oper- 
ting expenses, work adjust- 
îent programs, human service 
rograms and the like that are

Small appliances, jewelry and 
books are also in short supply 
these days. 
"Those are the 
kinds of 
things people would give away 
so it has had its effect on the 
volume of material available 
because the things are sold eas­ 
ily — everybody has an interest 
in them," Harwood said. 
The effect on sales has been 
significant 
since 
most 
of 
Goodwill’s income comes from 
sales in its retail stores, which 
are a supporting arm of the 
agency. As a result, they’ve 
reprogrammed their sales dis­ 
plays and rearranged the floor 
structure in shops. They have 
tried to find out which items 


are popular in each store — be­ 
cause some stores need more 
clothing than others. 
Although many people com­ 
plain that they can’t get organ­ 
izations to pick up their contri­ 
butions, Goodwill has collection 
centers placed in convenient 
sections of towns because it is 
the most economical way for 
them to pick up small items. 
M a n y 
agencies 
are 
not 
equipped to pick up big sofas or 
refrigerators. There is no m ar­ 
ket for certain refrigerators 
and they are cumbersome to 
handle. As for sofas, they are 
often unusable unless they are 
in good shape. 
“When a sofa is offered, the 


contributor is asked whether it 
can be sold in its present condi­ 
tion. If so, it is picked up. Some 
items, such as pianos, are too 
difficult to handle. Most helpers 
on trucks are handicapped with 
disabilities that might be ag­ 
gravated by such jobs,” Har­ 
wood explained. 
On the other hand, many 
Goodwills have upholstery 
shops and can repair sofas, 
even battered ones. In the Con­ 
necticut area they repair furni­ 
ture and toasters and make mi­ 
nor repairs to lawnmowers and 
the like. Major repair work was 
given up mainly because the to­ 
tal cost had gotten completely 
out of hand, he said. 
“For example, a lot of im­ 
ported and mass manufactured 
furnishings do not stand up 
quality-wise. Much clothing 
made overseas is not as sturdy 
as our used American clothing 
and major repairs are often too 
time-consuming.” 
In the radio and television 
shop where five handicapped 
people work it has been found 
practical to repair only table 
televisions. People don’t buy old 
consoles so Goodwill must 
watch how much time is in­ 
vested in them, Harwood noted. 
Their response to the growth 
of tag sales has been to divide 
their products into three cate­ 
gories: there are antiques and 
near antiques. There is the 
regular Goodwill merchandise 
that the majority of shoppers is 
seeking — household wares, 
shoes and so on. There are the 
objects that are called “as is” 
— items that need repair but 
have some marketable value — 
a metal outdoor chair that is 
rusty, “ too good to throw away, 
but not too bad to fix up,” so it 
can be sold as it is. Ditto pots 
and pans, a very popular cate­ 
gory in the world of recycled 
household effects.

Wheat planting time is just around the corner 


in soybeans and cotton with an 
airplane. If you plan to use this 
method, be sure to sow the seed 
before the leaves drop. Plant at 
least 2 bushels per acre. Soil 
should be either dry or wet. Dry 
soil has been plentiful the past 2 
months. 


One 
disadvantage of this 
method is that no starter fer­ 
tilizer can be applied. This will 
be more serious on soybean 
ground than cotton. Phosphate 
and potash should be topdressed 
soon as the cotton or soybeans 
are harvested. Apply enough of 
these two nutrients to supply the 
wheat and soybean needs. If 
wheat is to be grazed, apply 30 to 
40 lbs. of actual nitrogen this 
faU.

BENTON — Wheat planting 
time is just around the corner so 
better 
start 
getting 
things 
ready. The recent rain should be 
adequate to get wheat and rye 
up and growing. We expect to 
see a big acreage planted this 
fall. Oct.. 15 is the average 
Hessian Fly free date in this 
area. Wheat planted in Sep­ 
tember will often encounter 
some fly damage. Oct. l is 
plenty early to begin planting. 
However, if you plan to graze 
wheat, it can be planted in 
September. 
Arthur 
71 
is 
resistant to Hessian Fly so you 
may want to plant it. This is the 
only advantage of Arthur 71 over 
some of the other popular 
varieties. 
A lot of wheat will be planted 


bushels per acre the past 6 years 
in variety trials at Portageville. 
Yields for a few other popular 
varieties are as follows: Oasis- 
36; Stoddard-41; Coker 68-15-44

In the event you do not get 
limestone and fertilizer applied 
before wheat is planted, all 
three can be topdressed with no 
adverse 
effects. 
The 
wheat 
should be dry when fertilizer is 
topdressed.

manner is not as effective as 
plowed down or disced in. but it 
is much better than none at all. 
When the wheat is harvested 
and stubble turned under the 
fertilizer will be ready for the 
soybeans to follow. 
Since about all of our wheat is 
followed by soybeans, adequate 
phosphate and potash should be 
applied to the wheat for both

legislatures. Others have been 
placed on the ballot as a result 
of voter initiatives and petition 
(frives. 
An Associated Press spot 
check showed that the nuclear 
safety issue has generated the 
most interest, followed by pro­ 
posals to ban or restrict nonre- 
turnable beverage containers. 
California 
residents 
voted 
against a proposal on the June 
primary ballot to limit develop­ 
ment of nuclear power plants 
and impose restrictions on the 
operation of those already in 
existence. 
Similar measures now are on 
the ballot in a number of 
states, including Oregon, Mon­ 
tana, Ohio, Washington and 
Arizona. 
There are about 60 atomic 
power plants already in oper­ 
ation and another 40 plants are 
expected in operation by 1980. 
Critics of nuclear power say 
that safety controls are not 
strict enough. 
The proposals under consider­ 
ation would: 
—Set specific safety stand­ 
ards for builders. 
Provide for safe storage, 
transportation and disposal of 
nuclear wastes. 
—Require legislative approv­ 
al of all new plants. 
—Urge Congress to suspend 
the limit on liability insurance 
in case of nuclear accidents. 
The outcome of the vote is 
expected tp be close in most 
states and both sides have been 
fighting hard. Opponents of the 
measure in the State of Wash­ 
ington have a fund of more 
than $340,000, but a poll pub­ 
lished by the Seattle Times in 
August showed 44.1 per cent df 


those surveyed were for the 
measure, 23.9 per cent were 
against and 32 per cent were 
undecided.

RETURNABLE 
BOTTLES 
AND CANS 
Massachusetts, Maine and 
Michigan are amoig the states 
trying to limit the use of nonre- 
tumable containers. Under the 
Maine proposal, which is typi­ 
cal, all beer, ale and soft drink 
containers sold in the state 
after Jan. l, 1978 would have to 
have at least a five-cent depos­ 
it. Cans with flip-top openers 
would be banned, as would 
plastic rings used to hold the 
cans or bottles together in a 
six-pack. 
UTILITIES 
Voters in some states will de­ 
cide on measures that could af­ 
fect electric and gas bills. In 
Massachusetts, 
a 
proposal 
would require the same per-kil- 
owatt charge for all customers 
in contrast to the current prac­ 
tice of lower rates for big 
users. The governor and the 
state Department of Public 
Utilities contend that the meas­ 
ure 
would 
hurt 
industry. 
Ohioans for Utility Reform — 
OUR is pushing a measure re­ 
quiring utilities to offer low- 
cost “lifeline” rates, with a 
minimum charge for a min­ 
imum amount of power. A 
measure on the ballot in Mis­ 
souri would prevent utilities 
from 
including 
construction 
work in progress as one of the 
ongoing costs in figuring rate 
increases. Supporters of the 
measure say it’s not the job of 
a utility customer to finance 
long-range construction proj­ 
ects. 
GAMBLING 
Legalized gambling of one 
form or another is under con­ 
sideration in several states. 
The biggest fight has been in 
New Jersey where there is a 
proposal to okay casino gam­ 
bling in Atlantic City. Two 
years ago, a plan for casino

gambling throughout the state 
was rejected by a 3-2 margin. 
The Eagleton Institute of Poli­ 
tics of Rutgers University said 
a late-September poll showed 59 
per cent of those questioned fa­ 
vored the proposal, 36 were 
against and the rest were unde­ 
cided. In Delaware, the issue is 
whether the voters favor state- 
regulated slot machines. In Cal­ 
ifornia, the controversy is over 
greyhound racing. And in Ore­ 
gon, a proposal on the ballot 
would allow charitable, frater­ 
nal and religious organizations 
to run bingo games. 
SPENDING—MONEY 
Two measures on the Mich­ 
igan ballot specifically deal 
with money. One would limit 
state spending to 8.3 per cent of 
total personal income in the 
state; the other would remove 
the state’s constitutional pro­ 
hibition on a graduated income 
tax. Massachusetts voters also 
will decide whether to permit a 
graduated income tax — an 
idea that has been turned down 
three times in recent years. In 
Missouri, there are proposals to 
increase the state’s sales tax 
by an eighth of a cent, but re­ 
move it from food and pre­ 
scription drugs. North Dakota 
voters are faced with a plan to 
reduce the sales tax from 4 to 3 


per cent. The drive is led by a 
businessman critical of the 
state’s $180 million general 
fend surplus. 
GOVERNMENT REORGANI­ 
ZATION 
Jimmy Carter has made his 
reorganization of the Georgia 
government a key issue in the 
presidential campaign. Another 
kind of reorganization — in­ 
volving the state constitution — 
is on the November ballot. A 
key proposal would rearrange 
the constitution to put similar 
subjects under the same arti­ 
cles. Officials say it would be 
the first step toward an article- 
by-artide constitutional revi­ 
sion in the future. Another 
measure an the Georgia ballot 
would allow a governor to suc­ 
ceed himself for a second four- 
year term. In Montana, resi­ 
dents of 156 counties, cities and 
towns will vote on proposals for 
new forms of local government. 
The new ideas generally would 
increase power at the local lev­ 
el. 
STATE CAPITAL 
The biggest issue on the 
Alaska ballot is where to put 
the state capital 
Alaskans 
voted in 1974 to move it from 
Juneau and created a commis­ 
sion to propose three alterna­ 
tive sites. The choices. Willow, 


about 70 miles north of Anchor­ 
age and the cheapest of the 
three to develop; Mount Yenlo, 
a wilderness area 100 miles 
north of Anchorage and the sec­ 
ond cheapest to develop; and 
Larson Lake, 120 miles north of 
Anchorage and the most ex­ 
pensive in development costs. 
MISCELLANEOUS 
Oklahoma residents have an­ 
other chance to vote on legal­ 
izing the sale of liquor by the 
drink; an Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment to the state constitution 
and a ban on the ownership of 
most handguns are on Jhe bal­ 
lot in Massachusetts; and a 
Florida 
measure 
would 
strengthen the state’s financial 
disclosure law for public offi­ 
cials.

NEW YORK (AP) - The N a­ 
tional Association of Business 
Econom ists seem s to think the 
current economic weakness is 
m erely a pause in the recovery, 
but that a m ore pronounced 
slowing of growth m ight occur 
a y ear from now. 
The 1977 consensus forecast 
is for continued expansion a t a 
fairly 
even 
rate 
“at 
least 
through the second or third 
q u arter,” but accompanied by 
a sharp, 10 per cent rise in the 
Consum er P rice Index. 
“Curiously,” they announced, 
“the consensus forecasts a con­ 
tinuous decline in the unem ­ 
ployment rate throughout the 
y ear 1977.” 
Meeting in San Francisco, the 
economists announced that an 
analysis 
of 
their 
forecasts 
showed them to be expecting a 
1977 final-quarter decline in the 
rate of increase in real Gross 
National Product, profits, hous­ 
ing starts and spending for per­ 
sonal big ticket items. 
The economists, whose fore­ 
casts were m ade m ore than a 
month ago, have had an uneven 
record. While they credit them ­ 


selves with a fairly good fore­ 
cast for 1976, the one for the 
preceding year, in their words, 
“ is better forgotten.” 
H ere is the breakdown: 
—G ross National P roduct in 
current dollars will rise from 
$1,697,000,00 in 1976 to $1,855,- 
600,000 in 1977. Those figures, 
however, included inflation. 
Using 1972 dollars so as to 
m easure both years by the 
sam e standard, the economists 
expect growth to be from $1,- 
268,000,000 in 1976 to $1,332,700,-

“ Our forecast of the Consumer 
Price Index provides an insight 
to how our respondents have 
built inflation into their fore­ 
casts.” The peak inflation is 
forecast for the second and 
third quarters.

Corporate profits 
before taxes a re forecast to 
rise to $166.9 billion from $148 
billion in 1976. T hat would be a 
12.8 per cent increase. 
The economists expect that 
profits will strengthen during 
the second and third quarters 
of 1977, followed by a m arked 


decline in growth during the fi­ 
nal three months. 
—Industrial production. The 
rate of growth will tend to rise 
through the second q uarter of 
1977. “ A m arked decline in the 
rate of increase is forecast 
th ereafter.”

It was 
a heroic but futile affair The 
producers couldn’t use the ac­ 
tual bridge because today the 
surroundings have become too 
modern. So they were using 
another bridge and various 
locales in and around this an- 
, picturesque City about 
100 kilometers from Amster­ 
dam. 
One of the biggest casts in 
years has been assembled for 
this one — Dirk Bogarde 
James Caan, Michael Caine’ 
Sean Connery, Elliott Gould 
Gene Hackman, Laurence 
Olivier, Ryan O’Neal, Robert 
Redford and on and on. 
But there is no one main 
star. If there is a star, it is the 
equipment. The planes, the 
tanks, the parachutes. This is 
a film about a battle and in a 
battle it’s the hardware that 
counts. 
“Finding authentic air­ 
c r a ft, ’ sa y s a sso c ia te 
producer John Palmer, “is 
difficult. We’ve had to buy 
four Dakotas - two from 
Djibouti, two from Portugal.

NEW YORK (AP) - If the 
recent poor showing of the 
stock market is any guide, 
American investors’ hopes for 
economic recovery have under­ 
gone a bit of a shakeup lately. 
The best-known measure of 
stock price trends, the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrial 
stocks, fell 11.56 points Monday 
to 940.82 — its lowest level in 
nearly nine months. 


It was the indicator’s ninth 
loss in the past 10 trading days, 
producing a net drop of 72.31 
points 
— 
which 
translates 
roughly into a loss of $60 bil- 
lion-$70 billion in total market 
value of all stocks. 
And it added up to the Dow's 
biggest sustained decline since 
an 87-point drop in a seven- 
week period in the summer of 
1975. 


Then, as now, analysts noted 
that investors were reacting 
uneasily to signs of a slowdown 
in the economy’s recoverq from 
the recession of 1974 and earlv 
1975. 
The start of the market’s 
most recent skid coincided, in 
fact, with the government's re­ 
port on Sept. 28 that its index 
of leading economic indicators 
— designed as a kind of eco­ 
nomic crystal 
ball - 
had * 
turned downward for the first 
time in a year and a half. 
Since then, the selling has 
continued amid widespread re­ 
ductions in Wall Street esti­ 


mates of how well the economy 
in general, and corporate earn- 
ings in particular, performed in 
the third quarter of the year 
ended 12 days ago. 
Heinz H. Biel, a longtime 
market-watcher with the Wall 
Street firm of Hoppin, Watson 
Inc., noted that stock markets 
in other major industrial coun­ 
tries such as West Germany 
and England also have been 
suffering. 
“It’s not just our economy, 
but others, that have slowed 
down 
lately,” he observed. 
“There is uncertainty whether 
the recovery is all over or 
whether the pace has just slow­ 
ed down.” 
With the presidential election 
in this country only three 
weeks off, politics also is very 
much on Wall Streeters’ minds.

have shown that the market 
doesn’t necessarily do better 
under Republican presidents 
than Democratic ones, it never­ 
theless has traditionally had a 
Republican bias. 
Whether accurately or not, 
most analysts agree, President 
Ford is seen by many in the 
financial community as more of 
a potential friend to bittiness 
over the next four years than 
Jimmy Carter.

Economist feel current economic 
weakness is a phase in recovery

NEW YORK (AP) — The Na 
tional Association of Business 
Economists seems to think the 
current economic weakness is 
merely a pause in the recovery, 
but that a more pronounced 
slowing of growth might occur 
a year from now 
The 1977 consensus forecast 
is for continued expansion at a 
fairly 
even 
rate 
"at 
least 
through the second or third 
quarter,” but accompanied by 
a sharp. 10 per cent rise in the 
Consumer Price Index 
"Curiously,” they announced, 
"the consensus forecasts a con­ 
tinuous decline in the unem 
ployment rate throughout the 
year 1977.” 
Meeting in San Francisco, the 
economists announced that an 
analysis 
of 
their 
forecasts 
showed them to be expecting a 
1977 final quarter decline in the 
rate of increase in real Gross 
National Product, profits, hous 
ing starts and spending for per­ 
sonal big ticket items 
The economists, whose fore­ 
casts were made more than a 
month ago, have had an uneven 
record While they credit them 


selves with a fairly good fore­ 
cast for 1976, the one for the 
preceding year, in their words, 
"is better forgotten ’’ 
Here is the breakdown: 
—Gross National Product in 
current dollars will rise from 
$1,697,000,00 in 1976 to $1,855.- 
600,000 in 1977 Those figures, 
however, included inflation 
Using 1972 dollars so as to 
measure both years by the 
same standard, the economists 
expect growth to be from $1.- 
268.000,000 in 1976 to $1,332,700,- 
000 in 1977.

“Our forecast of the Consumer 
Price Index provides an insight 
to how our respondents have 
built inflation into their fore^ 
casts.” The peak inflation is 
forecast for the second and 
third quarters. 
— Profits. Corporate profits 
before taxes are forecast to 
rise to $166 9 billion from $148 
billion in 1976 That would be a 
12.8 per cent increase. 
The economists expect that 
profits will strengthen during 
the second and third quarters 
of 1977, followed by a marked 
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decline in growth during the fi­ 
nal three months 
—Industrial production. The 
rate of growth will tend to rise 
through the second quarter of 
1977. “A marked decline in the 
rate of increase is forecast 
thereafter." 
—Private housing starts are 
expected to grow only slightly 
in 
the 
first 
quarter, 
more 
strongly in the second quarter, 
rather weakly in the third quar­ 
ter, and to decline, in absolute 
terms, in the final quarter of 
1977. 
The Economists expect the 
number of starts for the year to 
total 1,656.000, compared with 
an estimated 1.480,000 for 1976.

That’s what's happened to 
Joseph Levine, who is produc­ 
ing the biggest war movie of 
them all, “ A Bridge Too 
F ar.” The film, based on the 
late Cornelius Ryan’s best­ 
seller, is a factual account of 
one of the great battles of 
World War II. an Allied 
defeat 
It’s the story of an airborne 
attack on a key bridge. It was 
a heroic but futile affair The 
producers couldn't use the ac­ 
tual bridge because today the 
surroundings have become too 
modern So they were using 
another bridge and various 
locales in and around this an­ 
cient, picturesque city about 
100 kilom eters from Amster­ 
dam 
One of the biggest casts in 
years has been assembled for 
this one — Dirk Bogarde, 
Jam es Caan, Michael Came, 
Sean Connery. Elliott Gould, 
Gene 
Hackm an. 
Laurence 
Olivier, Ryan O'Neal, Robert 
Redford and on and on. 
But there is no one main 
star. If there is a star, it is the 
equipment. The planes, the 
tanks, the parachutes This is 
a film about a battle and in a 
battle it’s the hardware that 
counts 
“ Fin ding authentic a ir ­ 
c r a f t . ” s a y s a s s o c i a t e 
producer John Palmer, “ is 
difficult 
We’ve had to buy 
four D akotas — two from 
Djibouti, two from Portugal. 
We had to buy them, then 
m o d ify 
th e m 
to m e e t 
governmental standards so we 
could fly them today 
“ The result is that there’s a 
lot of interest from people 
who want to buy them back. 
We could make a good profit, 
because we’ve brought them 
up to a high standard ” 
Every penny helps, because 
"A Bridge Too F a r" is a very 
expensive film — in fact, 
Levine says, it is the most ex­ 


pensive film ever planned 
“ At $25 million.” he says, 
“ it isn't the most expensive 
film ever made, but it is the 
most expensive ever planned 
There have been a few that 
cost more, but they were 
budgeted at less ” 
When I was visiting, they 
were shooting at Deelen Air 
Base, near here, a base built 
by the Nazis during the war 
but now being used by the 
Dutch Air Force I can’t tell 
you exactly what was being 
shot, because they pledged me 
to secrecy, but I can give you 
a few small hints 
They waited until the heide 
— the Dutch equivalent of 
heather — was in bloom to 


film this sequence I can’t tell 
you about But it was a tough 
one. physically, especially on 
the star of the sequence, Ryan 
O’Neal. 
“ I’m very nervous about 
this thing,” O’Neal said 
“ I 
don't like doing something 
where if you screw up you get 
killed. 
“ You know, pretending is 
getting harder all the time It 
used to be that we’d do shots 
like this in process on the back 
lot. But look at me today "
